ARCHER  WANTS  CATHOLIC 
JUDGES  TO  STATE  VIEWS 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C. — (RNS) — A 
spokesman  for  a  Protestant  group 
here  advised  Roman  Catholic  judges 
to  resign  their  posts  unless  they  can 
affirm  they  will  adhere  to  their  oath 
of  office  In  deciding  legal  cases  ra¬ 
ther  than  obey  the  instructions  of 
Pope  Pins  XII. 

The  advice  came  from  Dr.  Glenn  L. 
Archer,  executive  secretary  of  Protes¬ 
tants  and  Other  Americans  United  for 
Separation  of  Church  and  State.  Dr. 
Archer  said  the  Pope's  recent  pro¬ 
nouncement  on  divorce  "raises  a  grave 
question”  as  to  whether  non-Catholics 
could  obtain  "equal  land  Impartial 
Justice”  In  courts  presided  over  by 
Catholic  judges. 

New*  services  reported  the  Pontiff 
as  declaring  that  Catholic  judges 
throughout  the  world  should  beware 
of  granting  divorces  which  would 
break  up  marriages  that  were  “valid 
before  God  and  the  Church.”  The 
Pope  referred  to  his  remarks  as  "fun¬ 
damental  norms,”  which  was  taken  in 
American  legal  circles  as  meaning 
they  were  intended  as  guidance  ra¬ 
ther  than  Catholic  law. 

According  to  Dr.  Archer,  an  Ameri¬ 
can  judge  takes  an  oath  that  he  "will 
administer  Justice  without  respect  to 
persons  and  do  equal  right”  to  all 
citizens  In  conformity  with  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  laws  of  the  U.  S.

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The  State  Convention 

The  attendance  this  year  was 
larger  than  for  years  and  the  mes¬ 
sengers  stayed  on  the  job.  Usually 
large  numbers  are  to  be  found  in 
the  lobbies  and  in  the  box  ex¬ 
hibit.  Not  so  this  year.  The  |>eople 
were  in  attendance  upon  the  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Convention. 

The  sermon,  the  reports  and  ad¬ 
dresses  were  of  an  unusually  high 
order.  We  do  not  reeall  a  dull  one 
throughout  the  Convention.  All 
departments  had  good  reports, 
showing  that  the  work  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptists  is  making  com¬ 
mendable  progress. 

Secretary  McCall  was  able  to 
make  a  report  of  progress  in  all 
departments.  He  reported  finan¬ 
cial  receipts  for  the  year  of 
$1,456,0t3.  Cooperative  Program 
receipts  for  the  yesr  were  up  $11,- 
443  over  the  previous  year.  It  is 
not  idle  boasting  to  say  that  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  are  doing  great 
things. 

Tliere  were  many  outstanding 
things  about  the  Convention.  Most 
of  them  liave  been  mentioned  in 
the  reports  that  ap|>ear  elsewhere. 


However,  we  — nphaaiae  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

1.  Missions — Almost  every  re¬ 
port  had  missions  in  H  in  one 
form  or  another.  It  thrilled  us  to 
realize  that  we  as  one  small  indi¬ 
vidual  with  our  efforts  and  our 
gifts  were  a  pert  of  a  fellowship 
that  touches  every  land  and  every 
nation.  It  made  us  realize  that  ev¬ 
ery  convert  on  home  or  foreign 
fields,  every  orphan,  every  school, 
every  college,  every  seminary  and 
every  sermon  preached  by  any  of 
our  missionaries  was  a  part  of  the 
program  in  which  we  share. 

2.  Baptistic — As  we  watched  the 
working  of  the  convention,  with 
votes  being  taken  and  decisions 
made,  we  thought  of  the  democra¬ 
cy  «f  Baptists.  Many  times  the 
votes  were  close,  but  when  the  ma¬ 
jority  had  spoken,  that  was  the 
decision.  We  thought  of  some 
groups  where  mere  members  have 
no  voice  whatever  in  the  deter¬ 
mining  of  policies.  Decisions  are 
made  by  some  overlord  and  that  is 
that. 

3.  Bigness  -Baptists  were  tliere 
from  every  section  of  the  state. 
They  came  from  the  cities,  the 
country,  the  mansions,  tlie  hovels, 
the  farms,  the  factories.  Some 
were  there  who  had  no  need  to 
pinch  pennies,  others  had  to  count 
carefully  every  ex|>enditure.  Some 
came  who  had  little  acquaintance 
with  correct  English,  others  whose 
words  w'ere  woven  together  into 
elegant  compositions.  BUT  they 
were  Baptists  and  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion  every  one  was  a  brother  to  the 
others.  There  was  no  distinction. 
Every  section  of  the  state  was  rep¬ 
resented  and  they  spoke  with  a 
resounding  voice  for  they  repre¬ 
sented  366.000  blood  bought  Bap¬ 
tist  people. 

4.  The  Upward  Look  he  re¬ 
ports  indicated  progress.  Tlie  mes¬ 
sengers  were  inclined  to  go  for¬ 
ward.  They  were  in  no  mood  for 
retrenchment.  They  wanted  to 
hold  what  they  had  and  to  lay 
hands  on  more.  They  purposed  <in 
their  hearts  to  “Go  forward."

Never  marrying, 
his  one  thought  was  of  civic  and  relig¬ 
ious  duty  Bit  for  the  stinging  rebukes 
be  was  authorised  to  utter,  which  cost 
him  a  struggle  with  natural  Umidity,  be 
would  have  been  highly  esteemed  As  it 
was.  he  was  at  one  time  put  in  the  stocks 
by  Pashtaur.  the  priest;  at  another  time 
his  roll  was  consumed  by  King  Jehoia- 
kim;  and  at  the  fall  of  Jerusalem  be  was 
languishing  in  prison.  Favored  by  the 
victors,  be  was  permitted  to  remain  in 
Palestine  with  Oedallah.  the  newly  ap¬ 
pointed  governor.  After  a  time  there 
was  an  insurrection  in  which  Oedallah 
was  slain,  and  Jeremiah  was  taken  by 
the  Insurgents  to  Egypt  where  his  re¬ 
maining  days  were  spent.  So,  after 
a  ministry  of  at  least  forty-one  years, 
extending  through  the  siege  and  destruc¬ 
tion  of  Jerusalem  and  terminating  in 
F-ypt.  Jeremiah  is  said  to  have  died  at 
Tthpanhes  by  stoning  at  the  hands  of 
his  countrymen. 

Notes  Analytical  And  Expository 

1.  AUTHORITY  WAS  GIVEN  the 
spokesman  of  truth.  From  the  assign¬ 
ment  in  his  divine  call  and  commission, 
Jeremiah  at  first  shrank  like  Moses  at 
Horeb.  But  the  divine  admonition  was 
instantly  effectual,  for  God  would  send 
him  where  be  was  to  go  and  tell  him 
what  to  say.  The  divine  assurance  calm¬ 
ed  his  disquiet  over  prospective  opposi¬ 
tion.  The  divine  anointing  qualified  him 
for  his  ministry.  As  Isaiah’s  lips  were 
touched  with  the  live  coal  from  the 
altar,  so  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  was 
touched  by  the  hand  of  Ood  with  the 
dec  la  ration,  'T  have  put  my  words  in 
thy  mouth. '* 

Finally,  divine  authority  was  given 
the  prophet  in  fulfilment  of  his  mission. 
While  his  work  was  fundamentally  spir¬ 
itual,  it  nevertheless  concerned  vitally 
his  own  and  other  nations.  Thus  he  was 
signaled  as  a  vicegerent  or  overseer 
whose  ministry’  was  to  he  first  destruc¬ 
tive  and  then  constructive.  Four  verbs 
expressed  the  first  phase:  “Pluck  up— 
break  down — destroy — overthrow.”  Two 
verbs  cover  the  second  phase:  ’•Build- 
plant.”  Such  a  task  was  not  to  the  prop¬ 
het's  personal  taste.  Without  definite 
and  divine  assignment  he  would  never 
have  undertaken  it.  Rut  it  was  his  duty, 
and  he  discharged  it  faithfully. 

2.  ANTAGONISM  WAS  EXPECTED  by 
the  spokesman  with  courage.  Jeremiah 
was  timid,  shrinking,  Inoffensive;  and  he 
r-i-eded  the  vitalizing  and  invigorating 
H  jw  given  him.  Let  us  say  that  three 
vitamins  were  administered. 

« 1)  Valor  was  instilled.  Then  and  there 
the  Lord  would  make  him  not  a  heap 
of  rubble  but  a  fortified  city,  not  a  loose 
pebble  but  an  Iron  pillar,  not  a  gauze 
veil  but  a  bronze  wall.  "Be  of  good 
courage!” 

'll  Vigilance  was  inspired.  All  ene¬ 
mies  are  sighted  in  advance.  No  foe  is 
concealed  from  the  seeing  eye:  the  kings 
of  Judah  with  their  associate  authori¬ 
se-  civil  and  religious;  and  even  the 
common  people  throughout  the  vfhole 
kuifi.  Watch  I 

Victory  Is  assured.  The  attack  will 
**'  afl-out  and  the  fight  will  be  furious, 
f*t  with  Ood  one  can  put  to  flight  a 
ttousand  foes.  "They  shall  fight  against 
you-  t*»t  they  shall  not  overcome  you;

him  that  loved  us.” 

S.  ATTENTION  WAS  DEMANDED  by 
the  spokesman  for  duty.  Note  three  im¬ 
peratives  here. 

(1)  “Gw!”  It  was  Gad's  order  to  Ms 
spokesman  who  himself  moot  not  be  In¬ 
attentive  and  inactive.  He  was  told 
where  to  go — from  his  seclusion  Into  the 
glare  of  the  royal  palace;  to  whom  be 
should  go — the  king  of  Jadah;  and  why 
he  should  go — simply  but  most  emphati¬ 
cally  to  “speak  there  this  word.’’ 

(21  “Hear!”  The  king  sitting  unworth¬ 
ily  upon  the  throne  of  David  was  bidden 
to  "hear  the  word  of  the  Lord.”  Not  only 
so.  but  all  in  his  court  and  kingdom — 
"you  and  your  officers  and  your  people 
who  pass  through  these  gates”  <Moi- 
fatt). 

(3)  “Do!”  Do  what?  Several  things 

are  specified:  "Do  Justice  and  righteous¬ 
ness;  deliver  the  despoiled  from  the 
hand  of  the  oppresor;  commit  no 
wrong  or  violence  against  the  resident 
alien,  the  orphan,  and  the  widow;  and 
do  not  shed  innocent  blood  in  this  place” 
(Smith*.  Do  right! 

4.  AVARICE  WAS  DENOUNCED  by 
the  spokesman  for  justice.  In  familiar 
figure  it  la  presented  from  three  points  of 
(dew, 

ID  The  Builder.  He  is  so  animated  by 
greed  that  he  bases  his  plans  on  unright¬ 
eousness.  His  fraud  is  found  in  the  up¬ 
per  chamber  'perhaps  even  the  attics) 
of  his  palace.  Nor  does  he  stop  cheating 
in  materials  but  also  he  mistreats  hi® 
employees  who  construct  his  bouse,  tor 
be  "makes  his  neighbor  serve  him  with¬ 
out  pay.  and  gives  him  not  his  wages” 
(Smith). 

(2)  The  Building.  Its  plans  were  per¬ 
fect.  Its  construction  was  Complete.  Us 
appearance  was  most  attractive.  Surely 
the  owner  had  succeeded  in  his  purpose 
to  "build  himself  a  spacious  palace, 
with  roomy  chambers  and  with  windows 
wide,  panelling  it  with  cedar  and  paint¬ 
ing  it  vermilion!"  (Moffatt).  Yet.  alas! 

(3)  The  Bane.  "Woe  unto  him”  was  the 
word  of  the  Lord.  Fraud  must  finally 
and  forever  fail.  Only  righteousness  is 
right  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  all  good 
men.  Therefore,  get  right  with  God  and 
do  right  to  men.  for  wrong  ends  in  woe. 

5.  ANGER  WAS  ENCOUNTERED  by 
the  spokesman  of  doom.  In  the  Temple 
court,  Jeremiah  had  declared  that  th« 
destruction  of  Jerusalem  could  but  fol¬ 
low  its  hard-hearted  impenitence.  Two 
things  quickly  followed. 

ID  Imprisonment.  Because  he  coun¬ 
selled  surrender  to  th?  Chaldeans  then 
besieging  the  city,  the  prophet  was  cruel¬ 
ly  imprisoned.  As  he  started  out  of  the 
city  to  adjust  his  personal  estate  near 
by,  he  was  charged  with  treason, 
brought  before  the  infuriated  princes, 
beaten,  and  imprisoned  In  the  house  of 
Jonathan  the  scribe. 

(2)  The  Interview.  After  a  long  time, 
from  the  rigor  of  the  dungeon  house  he 
was  privately  called  by  kiflg  Zedekiah 
for  this  very  confidental  question:  "Is 
there  any  word  from  the  Lord?”  Jere¬ 
miah  doubtless  with  a  lament  in  hi® 
look  and  his  lips  answered.  “There  is 
.  .  .  thou  shalt  be  delivered  into  the 
hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon!"  The  blow 
was  terrific,  but  the  prophet  was  faith¬ 
ful

Church  and  associational  ste¬ 
wardship  revivals  will  be  among  the 
1950  emphasis.  Pastor  Paul  Carleton, 
First  Church,  Vandalia,  was  elected 
president.

OREGON  CONVENTION 
TAKES  ADVANCE  STEPS 

LONGVIEW,  Wash— (BP)— The 
Baptist  General  Convention  of  Ore¬ 
gon,  made  up  of  Washington  and 
Oregon  and  voted  a  part  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  at  its  1949 
session,  too  far-reaching  steps  at  its 
annual  session. 

Messengers  to  the  meeting  voted  to 
cooperate  in  the  Western  Evangelistic 
Crusade  in  April,  1950;  to  set  up  a 
department  of  evangelism;  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  purchase  of  a  headquarters 
building;  and  to  raise  a  building  fund 
for  loans  to  new  churches.  Two  new 
workers,  a  Sunday  school  secretary 
and  a  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
executive-secretary,  will  be  added  to 
the  convention’s  full-time  workers. 

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Price,  of  Portland, 
was  elected  president. 


R.  I.  BAPTISTS  CAUTION 
ON  RELEASED  TIME 

PROVIDENCE,  R.  I—  (RN8>— ' The 
Rhode  Island  Baptist  State  Conven¬ 
tion  urged  Governor  John  O.  Pastore's 
commission  on  released -time  in  pub¬ 
lic  schools  “to  consider  the  plan  In  its 
relation  to  the  recent  decision  of  the 
U.  S.  Supreme  Court  regarding  gov¬ 
ernment  supervision  of  religious  edu¬ 
cation.” 

The  seven-member  commission  is 
Inquiring  into  a  legislative  proposal 
to  allow  public  school  pupils  to  take 
time  off  during  their  regular  school 
hours  to  attend  religious  Instruc¬ 
tion.  It  has  already  heard  the 
opinions  of  school  superinten¬ 
dents  of  31  of  the  state’s  39  cities 
and  towns,  and  has  scheduled  a  pub¬ 
lic  meeting  for  Oct.  31. 

The  Conventions*  resolution  af¬ 
firmed  the  “historic  Baptist  witness 
to  the  moral  rightness  of  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  Church  and  State  ”

Texos  Baptists  Denounce 
Sports,  Liquor;  Recommend 
Study  Of  Race  Problem 

EL  PASO.  Tex— (RNS>— The  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Convention  of  Texas 
adopted  a  report  here  which  de¬ 
nounced  “the  Intoxication  of  our 
church  people  with  sports  and  fleshly 
pleasures  which  deaden  spirituality." 

As  In  previous  years,  the  Conven¬ 
tion  called  on  the  governor  and  the 
state  legislature  to  submit  a  consti¬ 
tutional  amendment  to  the  people  for 
a  vote  to  prohibit  all  liquor  in  Texas. 

In  another  action,  the  Baptists  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  study  and 
recommend  ways  in  which  the  de¬ 
nomination  could  help  develop  better 
labor  and  race  relations  and  iron  out 
social  tensions.  It  was  the  first  time 
the  Texans  have  taken  such  a  step.

LONG  BEACH,  Calif— (BP)— Cali¬ 
fornia  Southern  Baptists  avowed  be¬ 
lief  In  separation  of  church  and  state, 
deplored  liquor  traffic,  and  protested 
teaching  of  dancing  In  public  schools 
in  their  annual  meeting  held  here. 
The  1,109  present  gave  testimony  to 
the  fact  that  they  are  no  longer  a 
small  and  largely  unknown  denomina¬ 
tion  in  the  Golden  Gate,  says  Editor 
Floyd  Looney,  of  the  California 
Southern  Baptist. 

The  messengers  voted  a  Cooperative 
Program  goal  of  $110,000  and  a  total 
operating  budget  of  $244,000  for  1950. 
A  survey  will  be  made  to  determine 
the  possibility  of  establishing  an  or¬ 
phanage. 


Moss.  Baptists  Warn  On 

Church-State  Separation 

NEW  BEDFORD,  Mass  —  <RN8>—  A 
resolution  calling  on  Baptists  to 
guard  the  principles  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State  on  the  local,  state, 
and  national  levels  was  adopted  by 
delegates  attending  the  Massachusetts 
Baptist  Convention  here. 

The  resolution  said  that  "any  of¬ 
ficial  financing  of  sectarian  school 
activities  is  hostile  to  the  religious 
freedom  of  the  American  way  of  life.” 

Adoption  of  the  resolution  followed 
a  charge  by  Dr.  Isaac  Higginbotham, 
the  Convention’s  .general  secretary, 
that  the  Catholic  hierarchy  tn  this 
country  “will  seek  to  defeat  any  edu¬ 
cation  bill  that  does  not  grant  In¬ 
creased  subsidies  for  parochial 
schools.” 

Dr.  Higginbotham  also  lnferentlally 
scored  the  Massachusetts  Republican 
Committee  for  seeking  a  ruling  to 
omit  from  the  1950  election  ballot  ths 
question  of  repealing  a  state  law  al¬ 
lowing  private  and  parochial  school 
ehfldrea  to  rid*  la  public  school 
buses.

Rev.  O.  S.  Wells  has  resigned  the 
pastorate  of  Bethel  Church,  Missis¬ 
sippi  Association,  to  accept  a  pastor¬ 
ate  In  Natalbany,  Louisiana.

Mr.  Wells  and  his  family  on  the 
afternoon  of  October  23.  Percy  Pierce, 
who  Is  chairman  of  the  deacons,  gave 
resume’  of  the  progress  made  during 
the  four  and  one-half  year  pastorate. 
A  gift  was  presented  by  the  church 
to  the  pastor,  and  refreshment#  were 
served  in  the  dining  room.
